Notice of Grand Staircase-Esealante National Monument Advisory Committee Meeting 

3. What are the key issues raised hy the underlying decision documents for this notice? 

The Secretary of the Interior established the GSENM-MAC pursuant to section 309 of the 
Federal Land Policy and Management Act (FLPMA) of 1976 (43U.S.C. 1739) and in conformity 
with the Federal Advisory Committee Act (FACA) of 1972 (5 U.S.C. Appendix 2). The fifteen 
appointed members of the GSENM-MAC perform several primary tasks. As specified in the 
Committee charter, the GSENMAC may be requested to: (1) Gather and analyze information, 
conduct studies and field examinations, seek public input or ascertain facts to develop 
recommendations concerning the use and management of the Monument; (2) review 
programmatic documents including the annual Monument Manager’s Reports, and Monument 
Science Plans to provide recommendations on the achievement of the Management Plan 
objectives; (3) Compile monitoring data and assess and advise the DFO of the extent to which 
the Plan objectives are being met; (4) Make recommendations on Monument protocols and 
applicable planning projects to achieve the overall objectives are being met; (5) Review 
appropriate research proposals and make recommendations on project necessity and validity; (6) 
Make recommendations regarding allocation of research funds through review of research and 
project proposals as well as needs identified through the evaluation process; (7) Consult and 
make recommendations on issues such as protocols for specific projects, e.g., vegetation 
restoration methods or standards for excavation and curation of artifacts and objects; and/or (8) 
Prepare an annual report summarizing the Committee’s activities and accomplishments of the 
past year, and make recommendations for future needs and activities. The committee charter 
states that the committee will meet a minimum of two times annually. This is the third meeting 
of Fiscal Year 2017.

The GSENM-MAC has been successful in bringing diverse and often competing interests to the 
table to deal with issues of mutual concern. This inclusive approach has shown great promise as 
a means to successfully deal with long-standing problems of public land management. The 
GSENM-MAC has demonstrated that consensus-driven recommendations often lead to 
sustainable outcomes that benefit natural resources and often enjoy a high level of public 
support.

Although formal Tribal consultation is not appropriate for this purpose, outreach to the Tribes 
does occur.
